Mineral oils continue to strengthen 
their lead among our export trades,

lons ($73,927,414), 1913-1914, 1,221,951,853 
gallons ($84,937,909). Contributing chief- 
ly to the expansion have been the 
naphtha and residuum products, 

Lard is the next important com- 
modity of particular interest in which 
the foreign trade has been broadened 
during the prevailing period to 305,- 
021,362 pounds ($34,853,207), as against 
275,726,145 pounds ($30,807,487) for the 
same interval a year ago. Neutral 
lard and lard compounds and substi- 
tutes were in less favorable compari- 
son, the former showing a decline from 
26,375,184 pounds ($3,041,456) to 17,663,862 
pounds ($2,006,939) and the latter from 
38,899,279 pounds ($3,429,002) to 33,560,818 
pounds ($3,181,882). 

There has been slight change in the 
foreign movement of our chemicals, 
drugs, dyes and medicines during the 
seven months ending January, as com- 
pared with the returns for the pre- 
vious period. The aggregate of values 
shows a gain from $15,401,948 to $15.- 
534,928. Acids, wood alcohol, baking 
powder, extracts of tanning bark, dye- 
stuffs, petroleum jelly, crude roots, 
herbs and barks, crude sulphur and 
washing powder share in the general 
increase, while losses were registered 
in calcium carbide, copper sulphate, 
ginseng root, acetate of lime and pat- 
ent medicines. The last named group- 
ing comprises the greater proportion 
of value returns in the export chemi- 
cal schedule, with totals of $4,064,121 
for the current year and $4,159,450 for 
the former seven months’ interval. 
First in volume and second in value is 
acetate of lime, in which the decline 
was from 45,525,323 pounds ($1,173,753) 
to 37,706,027 pounds ($1,036,769). 

Oil cake and meal returns mark a 
decreased outlet over the seven months 
ending January, with a total of 1,051,- 
491,650 pounds ($14,863,176), comparing 
with 1,220,479,041 pounds ($17,572,597) 
previously. The greatest loss was in 
the cottonseed products, from 705,705,- 
137 pounds ($9,469,512) to 556,684,921 
pounds ($7,626,453), while linseed cake 
and meal failed to equal the former 
record by 457,156,621 pounds ($6,667,- 
944), as against 469,484,143 pounds ($7,- 
430,647). Cottonseed oil exports also 
suffer in comparison, the late total be- 
ing 110,419,262 pounds ($7,950,752), while 
171,490,526 pounds ($11,247,867) comprised 
the former record. Linseed oil was 
likewise disparaged, a loss from $207,- 
396 to $170,784 being noted. 

Of final interest are the statistics for 
naval stores exports, showing a 
marked value recession from $17,931,- 
103 to $12,716,095. This is chiefly ac- 
counted for by the rosin record, 1,510,- 
813 barrels ($7,070,326) representing the 
current returns and 1,755,396 barrels 
($11,459,606) the former period. The 
foreign movement in turpentine was 
also smaller by 12,695,871 gallons ($5,- 
214,196), against 14,844,842, gallons ($6,- 
282,032).

Seize Egyptian Cottonseed 


ARRIVAL AT BOSTON INFESTED WITH 
PINK BOLL WORM. 
(Special to Oil, Paint and Drug Reporter.) 
Washington, March 19, 1914. 
A shipment of cottonseed from Egypt, 


found to have been heavily infested by 
the so-called “pink boll worm,” a dan- 
gerous cotton insect pest, has been re- 


fused admissioa into this country at Bos- 
ton, it was announced by the Federal 
Horticultural Board to-day. The Federal 
quarantine against importations of cot- 
tonseed has been in force for some time. 
The seed was intended for planting in 
Arizona. 

According to the board, the pink boll 
worm is the most serious cotton pest in 
Egypt, and does as much damage in that 
country as the boll weevil does in the 
United States.

Charged with polluting the streams 
of the Commonwealth of Pennsylvania 
with refuse from their plants, the 
superintendents of the Riverside Acid 
Works, Warren, Pa.; the Tiona Refin- 
ing Company, of Clarendon, Pa., and 
the Forest Chemical Works, in Shef- 
field township, Warren county, Penn- 
sylvania, were arrested last week, to 
be given a hearing later. It is said 
that these are the first of a series of 
similar prosecutions in Forest, Mc- 
Kean, Clarion, Jefferson and Warren 
counties for the pollution of streams 
brought at the instance of the State 
Fish Commissioner. 


The Bonded Products Company, of 
Boston, Mass., recently incorporated 
under the laws of Massachusetts, to 
conduct a business in drugs and pro- 
prietary articles, has purchased the 
“Mark” and “San Marko” line of pro- 
prietary goods, hitherto owned and 
handled by Henry Thayer & Co., of 
Cambridge, Mass. Stockholders of 
Henry Thayer & Co. are also share- 
holders in the Bonded Products Com- 
pany and the Cambridge concern is 
still making the “Mark” and “San 
Marko” line for the new corporation, 
a contract for continued manufacture 
of the goods by that concern, to run 
for a year, having recently been signed. 
Temporarily, the business of the Bon.- 
ed Products Company is being trans- 
acted from the offices of Henry Thayer 
& Co., but as a distinct business of a 
separate corporation. It has hither 
to been the policy of Henry Thayer 


& Co., as cwners of the “Mark” line, 
to place exclusive agencies with a 
druggist in each district. 

Considerable interest has been 


aroused in the death of eight persons 
in the County Hospital in Los Angeles, 
Cal., following the administration of a 
product said to be Neosalvarsan. We 
are informed that telegraphic advices 
from that city indicate that the prod- 
uct used was not the product handled 
by the American agents, Farbwerke- 
Hoechst Company, of New York, but 
was a contraband product, purchased 
from a drug peddler. The Journal of 


the American Medical Association of 
March 14 obtained a telegraphic re- 
port of this matter from its Los An- 


geles correspondent, and advanced two 
theories as to the cause of these 
deaths:—(1) “That the ampule which 
was used and which was covered by 
paper may have been cracked, and this 
crack being covered by paper not ob- 
served, so that the Neosalvarsan was 
open to oxidation, and ‘thus became 
changed.” (2) “That the syringe may 
have been defective, and this gave 
rise to changes in the solution.’ The 
Farbwerke-Hoechst Company is mak- 
ing a thorough investigation of this 
matter, and will attempt to place the 
responsibility, even though it is as- 
sured that its own product was not 
used. The authorities of Los Angeles 
county have taken the matter up with 
a view of presenting it to the Grand 
Jury.

Captain J. Gordon Taylor, secretary of 
the Eagle White Lead Company of Cin- 
cinnati since its reorganization in 1891, 
died at his home in Cincinanti March 17 
after an illness which had lasted since 
last November. Hopes had been strong 
until recentiy that his vigorous consti- 
tution would carry him through the at- 
tack. 

He had been identified with the white 
lead industry for more than forty years, 
ind was prominent in the affairs of the 
National Paint, O% and Varnish Associ- 
ation, in which he had held office as 
treasurer. He had been president of the 
Cincinnati Paint Club. 

Captain Taylor was born in Cincinnati 
seventy-five years ago He came of an 
old and prominent family in the history 
of Cincinnati. His father had been con- 
spicuous in local business circles in his 
time and was one of the founders of the 
former Belmont College at College Hill 
and from it the son graduated. 

In May, 1861, Captain Taylor responded 


to President Lincoln’s first call for troops, 
enlisting for three months’ service. After 





passing that period in camp without be- 
ing assigned to any particular regiment 
Mr. Taylor was appointed captain of

several years Captain Taylor ran a 
steamboat between New Orleans ind 
Montgomery, Ala This venture, at first

Western Seed and Oil Markets 


THE MINNEAPOLIS MARKET. 


(Special to Oil, Paint and Drug Reporter.) 
Minneapolis, March 18, 1914. 
As far as the general situation is con- 
cerned there is little difference compared 
with last week. Supplies on hand are 
abcut the same and country offerings are 
dwindling. Line elevator companies are 
receiving trifling deliveries from farmers, 
but not as much as was expected. 


The demand for local offerings is not 
general. One crushing company is ab- 
sorbing most of the movement. Other 


companies are in and out of the market, 
just when they need a little stuff, but 
most of them are content to let the seed 
go to the accumulating company at prices 
prevailing. 


The’ average quality of the seed is 
rather good, Most of the seed is coming 
from North Dakota and Montana and a 
few scattering cars of Canadian seed are 
arriving. Very little Minnesota seed is 
moving, and evidently the present level 
of values is not high enough to induce 
Minnesota farmers to part with the mod- 
erate reserves they hold. 

Offerings of seed to arrive are very 


light and scattering, and the demand for 
In fact, most of 


Same is fair to good. 

the crushers would prefer to buy their 
supplies on the to arrive basis, paying 
full spot quotations for same. However, 


in the present state of the market ther: 
is no encouragement for the shippers to 
sell, they preferring to let the seed run 
to terminals, hoping that a rally will 
come before it is delivered. 


There is nothing much to tiie situation 
where Canadian seed is concerned. Hold- 
ers on the other side of the line are not 
pressing the market with offers to sell 
and consignments are scattering. When 
Duluth May was 2c. above Winnipeg 


May some of the shippers located in ter- 
ritory with favorable freight rates took 
advantage of the spread and sold odd 
lots, However, it looks as though all the 
lots available in such territory have been 
picked up, as there is nothing much do- 
ing with the Canadian trade at present. 
The 2c. premium of the Duluth May fu- 
ture was suificient to pay the duty on the 
seed. 

There has been no change in the local 
situation. Elevator companies are hold- 
ing on to the supplies they have, wait- 
ing for a more propitious comparative 
selling level, On the other hand, crushers 
are not in need of immediate supplies, 
and they are just as stubborn as the hold- 
ers. Most of them have a little stuff on 
hand, and some of them intimate that 
they will be able to get through the sea- 
s0n with what they control. Of course 
some of the Canadian seed is bought to 
come forward at the opening of naviga- 
tion, but whether it will come to Minne- 
apolis or not largely depends on circum- 
stances at the time of shipment. With 
crushers running only 50 per cent. of 
their capacity and finding the oil demand 
considerably below normal most of them 
are content to drift along and wait for 
developments. 

Montana No. 1 seed sells at Duluth May 
price mostly, North Dakota at May price 
to %c. under, South Dakota and Northern 
Minnesota at %@lc, under May, Southern 
Minnesota at 1@3c. under May, Iowa at 
3c. under. Very little of the Minnesota 
seed sells at Ic. under, owing to the lack 
of competition. ; 

LINSEED Oll. 

The market for oil during the week dis- 
appointed most of the crushers. Sales 
were much below normal for this season 
of the year, and some of the crushers 
noted a falling off compared with the 
week preceding. Others noted a slight in- 
crease, so on the whole the situation was 
but slightly changed. Shipping directions 
on maturing contracts were moderate and 
disappointing. Some buyers were prompt 
in forwarding them, while others pre- 
ferred to pay the moderate carrying 
charge and hold back with directions. 

Improvement is expected momentarily. 
Local views are that buyers have held off 
about as long as they well ean without 
coming into the market for immediate or 
future supplies. In fact, a number of the 
big buyers are showing increased interest 
in offerings for forward delivery, but 
seem reluctant to close deals on the pres- 
ent rally. Scattered sales for shipment 
in June and July are reported and some 
August business was rumored. 

Jobbers are making fresh commitments 
sparingly, but are ordering out stuff on 
old and maturing contracts in food shape. 
There is nothing exciting in the retail 
trade and only a steady volume of orders 
is apparent. Until the retailers and busi- 
ness more general there is little hope of 
an extensive jobbing trade. Jobbers’ 
stocks are light and improvement in the 
retail business will be felt promptly by the 
crushers. Quotations range from 49%¢c. to 
50c. 

OIL CAKE AND MEAL. 

A slight improvement in the demand for 
oil meal was noted to-day and yesterday, 
but the market verges on the dull order 
and some accumulation of supplies is re- 
ported. Old orders are about cleaned up, 
and although shipping directions on those 
maturing are fairly prompt, the outlet is 
not broad enough to look after the out- 
put. Some of the crushers are asking 
better prices on account of the decreasing 
output, and quotations were advanced 5c. 
In order to rid themselves of their ac- 
cumulation some concerns are very will- 
ing to take orders at quotations of last 
week. 

Business is being accomplished mostly 
in smaller sized lots. A big buyer comes 
into market for a moderate sized round 
lot now and then, but most of them dis- 
play a disposition to hold back and take 
stuff only as they need it. A very for- 
ward spring is having a notable effect in 
the narrowing of the demand for all 
kinds of feeding grains, and only a re- 
turn to weather that will retard pastur- 
age will help the market. Iowa and 
Northwestern buyers are practically the 
only ones in the market at present There 
was no revival of the demand from the 
Southwest. Quotations range from $27 
to $28. 

No change apparent in the cake mar- 
ket.

paid advices received from Minneap- 
olis, Duluth and Winnipeg markets by 
local crushers in the hope that they will 
be enabled to locate some item that 
might be used by them to support their 
arguments ‘for lower prices. Many of 
these people were disappointed during the 
period under review, the bulk of the re- 
ports received here being of a nature to 
weaken their stand. Prices ruling in the 
Northwestern markets, while showing 
only a small change for the week, fa- 
vored the bull side of the market, and 
xeneral indications suggested the holding 
tirmly of prices now ruling. Those in- 
clined to support prices for taxseed dwell 
at great length upon the small stocks 
held in the markets of the United States, 
as well as Canada. With the mills of 
the country running anywhere near their 
normal capacity it is believed by these 
people that the stocks held in America 
will not afford more than a few months’ 
supply, and that with the consumption 
ot these holdings foreign countries will 


have to be looked to for the remainder 
of the seed needed by crushers to carry 
on their business. There are those in the 
trade who advance the opinion that the 
supply held back in the country is larger 





than generally believed, but this fact is 
not borne out by receipts at the principal 
distributive points, which, though run- 
ning somewhat larger during the past 
week, were light when prevailing prices 
are taken into consideration. There was 
a partial change in sentiment at times 
during the past week, the reversal in the 
fecling prevailing being due mainly to the 
movement of prices in the Northwest. 
Declines early in the week caused crush- 
ers to take a more hopeful view of the 
situation, but this feeling changed later 
when the early losses were regained and 


the market developed a stronger under- 
tone. 

With stocks held in America light and 
requirements of crushers in this country 
oily partially met, considerable atten- 
tion will be paid to the action of prices 
for flaxseed in Argentina from this time 
forward. 

Local crushers are doing very little in 
the purchasing line at the present tir: 
This is especially the case at Chicago, 
where no mention of the consummation 
of any trades was made. Offerings were

Their operations in the Northwestern 
markets have been on a small scale of 
late, a fact that is borne out by the 
daily reports showing no flaxseed as ar- 
riving here.

Although buyers appear to pay but very 
little attention to the linseed oil market, 
holders took advantage of the strong po- 
sition of the flaxseed market and the 
majority their representatives were 
asking better prices for the oil in their 
possession.

Sellers of paint materials in tie lo- 
cal market say that a poor jobbing 
trade has been felt so far this season 
und this has a tendency to check ac- 
tivity in the market. Some of the 
large consumers such as_ railroads 
and transportation companies, have 
been less prominent than usual, anda 
this has kept the market quiet. Better 
weather conditions are expected to be 
the sign of a revival in demand for 
all materials of the market. In some 
cases consumers have placed orders 
for late delivery, but call for deliveries 
against these orders has been slow. 
Prices as a rule hold steady, though 
some materials are subject to Keen 
competitive selling and variations are 
heard, according to sellers. Pig lead 
has been slow and unchanged tnrough 
the week and the lead pigments aisv 
are on a steady basis. Zines are in 
normal request at recent prices. Dry 
colors generally are quiet. Linseed oii 
has been very firm, although this has 
not been brought about by active de- 
mand since the market has been quiet, 
Other paint making oils are quiet, 
Varnish gums have been in good move- 
ment for some time. Complete reviews 
of the linseed oil and naval stores mar- 


kets will be found on pages 21 and 23, 
respectively.

A 
complete prices current will be found 
on page 39, second column, Comment 
on most important items in the paint 
trade follows: 
LEAD, ZING AND PIGMENTS, 

PIG LEAD.—The market for pig lead 
has been quiet but steady throughout 
the week. The New York quotation 
has remained at 4c. per pound. In St. 
Louis lead closed at 3.85c. per pound, 
with demand of a quiet nature. The 
London market closed at £19 12s. 6d. 
per ton, though at one time prices 
were down to £19 10s. per ton. Do- 
mestic lead continues to sell below the 
London market and the low prices 
quoted can hardly be attributed to 
fears of imported material. 

WHITE LEAD (BASIC CARBON- 
ATE.)—Jobbing trade for white lead has 
been slow to develop and jobbers say 
that this is due to their inability to 
distribute the stocks already con- 
tracted for. The season has not been 
favorable so far for outdoor work and 
in a measure acounts for the quiet 
conditions of the market, but some 
of the large consumers have been slow 
to take hold and this applies with es- 
pecial force to railroads and trans- 
portation companies. Corroders are 
making fairly seasonable deliveries on 
existing contracts but generally regard 
the present market as quiet. Prices 
are quoted at 54c. per pound for dry 
white lead and 6%c. per pound for lead 
in oil, These prices apply to round 
lots, with small lots higher accordingly. 
Ienglish lead in oil is quoted at 9%c. 
per pound. Exports of white lead from 
New York last week were valued at 
$11,349. 

WHITE LEAD (BASIC CARBON- 
ATE.)—Conditions are practically the 
same as last reported. Spot transac- 
tions are light and new business in 
general has not been large. Manu- 
facturers have been carrying numerous 
orders for later shipment and say the 
season will show a good consumption 
of this pigment. Market values are 
quoted at 5c. per pound for large lots. 

RED LEAD.—The market for red 
lead is not active, but consumption in 
this district is reported as seasonable, 
though spring operations have not 
been such as to encourage trading. 
The market is steady in tone with 
prices varying according to seller 
Quotations are 6@6%c. per pound for 
large lots.

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Appraisement of Zinc in Ores. 
(Special to Oil, Paint and Drug Reporter.) 

Washington, March 20, 1914. 

A formal policy is announced by the 
Treasury Department in a communication 
addressed to the collector of customs at 
Denver, Colo., regarding the appraisement 
of zine contained in zinc-bearing ores. 
The department calls attention to the sev- 
eral forms of zinc ores that are imported, 
and taking up each class separately an- 


nounces the policy to be pursued in the 
appraisement of zine contained in ores 
of the various classes as they are im- 
ported. 

The department in its communication 
addressed to the collector of customs 
refers to a letter sent by that official to 
the department in October last relative 
to zine contained in zinc-bearing ores, 
and the reply by the department is as 
follows:— 

“It appears that there are several forms of 
zine ore:— 

(1) Straight zinc ore containing no other 


valuable metal than zinc. 

(2) Zine-bearing ore containing lead or other 
metals, but in such small quantities as not 
to be commercially recoverable. 

(3) Zine-bearing ore containing other 
able metals, both the zine and the other 
als being commercially recoverable 
profit. 

(4) Zinc-bearing ore containing other metals, 
but the zine not commercially recoverable, 
and in some instances a detriment, and the ore 
less valuable because of the presence of the 
zinc.

from which exported, the price at which the 
ore is sold represents the value of the zinc 
contained therein, and is the value at which 
the zinc should be appraised. If such ores are 
not freely sold in the markets of exportation 
recourse must be had to paragraph L and the 
value of the zinc determined according to the 
percentage of zinc based On the value of spel- 
ter in the United States, making due allow- 
ance for cost of transportation, duty, profit, 
smelting and overhead expenses

metals, if the price at which the ore is sold 
does not represent either the price of the zinc 
or other metals there is no market value for 
the zine contained in the ore in the country 
from which exported. Recourse must there- 
fore be had to paragraph L and the zine con- 
tents appraised at the cost of the spelter in 
the United States, making allowance for the 
cost of transportation, duty, profit, smelting 
and overhead expenses. 

3. When the zinc in an ore 1s not commer- 
cially recoverable or is a detriment in the 
smelting of other metals, the department is 
of the opinion that such zinc is of no commer- 
cial value and that no duty accrues thereon. 

It appears that most of the zinc ores are 
sold subject to assay and the price based on 
the amount of zinc contained therein; that at 
the time of shipment neither the purchaser nor 
the seller can state the exact amount to be 
paid for the particular shipment, and that it 
is impossible for the importer to state in the 
invoice and entry the exact value of the ship- 
ment. In such cases the department is of the 
opinion that at the time of entry the importer 
should state the terms of his contract of pur- 
chase and the basis of payment, and that the 
entered value should be computed upon the

The loaded cars are placed in the oven 
and melted rosin or pitch is run into the 
reservoir and cireulated by the pumps 
through the heater and the bottom oven 
connection This pitch, after filling the 
oven in comtact with the wood, overflows 


into the reservoir and is thus continually 


circulated through the heater and oven 
thereby vaporizing the volatile resinous 
bodies and without dissociating the wood 
liber. The turneptine and oil vapors ar‘ 
carried through a ‘“‘vapor”’ chamber where 


the high boiling liquids that are mechani- 
cally carried by the vapor are separated, 
the vapor continuing to an ordinary tubu- 


lar condenser, where the crude ‘sweet 
spirits’’ are obtained. Afterward the 
sweet spirits’’ are refined, the products 
being turpentine, pine oil and a_ tarry 
residue The time required to treat a 


charg varjes in the plants mentioned 
from seven to ten hours, and the product 
obtained is of high quality, though not so 
good as steam process turpentine. 

At first sight it would appear that in 
this the rosin from the wood 
treated would gradually increase the vol- 
ume of the bath and rosin be thus man- 
ufactured The reverse of this, however, 
is the case, as a serious loss of bath is 
actually realized. This is, in fact, a very 
serious drawback to the process, and is 
probably due to the formation of volatile 
rosin oils when the liquid bath encounters

These 
rosin oils are volatilized and pass into 
the ‘“‘crude spirits,’’ and are lost in the 


refining residue, as only from 65 to 70 per 


cent. of the spirit is received as turpen- 

tine and pine oil.

Again, it can be seen that this process, 
handled as it has been in the past, can- 
not be operated successfully on a low 


market, as no allowances have been made

DISTILLATION PROCESS. 

As the wood turpentine industry now 
stands, the destructive distillation process 
ipparently has the best chance of com- 
mercial suecess, as it is not only more 
simple in construction and operation, but 
vields more in volume of products. Chem- 


ical and engineering skill, nevertheless, 
ire necessary for this success. 

The distillation process may be sub- 
divided into three divisions. First, that 
division analogous to hard wood distilla- 
tion. This method in its primary opera- 


tion is very similar in equipment and de- 
sign to the usual hard wood distillation 
plant, the wood being placed in steel cars 
and run into ovens. The products de- 
rived from the resins and those from the 
dissociated wood are collected together, 








and separation is made during refining, 
although some attempt has been made at 
fractional distillation in this primary 





Stage. This method gives a much inferior 
grade of turpentine, etc., owing to the 
commercial difticulty of eliminating the 
pyroligneous bodies, and the product will 
not answer to the permanganate test 
which indicates pyroligneous matter. The 
tar produced in this operation is usually 
resinous and for some uses, therefore, 
objectionable. 

The second division is merely a modi- 
fication of this process, the ovens being in 
duplicate, and distillation for the resino 
podies being carried out in one oven so 
designed or ‘‘set’’ that the temperature 
can be maintained approximately uniform 
After the resinous bodies have been ob 
tained the ‘‘treated wood’ is withdrawn 
and placed in a second oven, and in this 
oven the distillation is carried at a higher 


temperature for the destructive distilla- 
tion of the wood itself. 
The third division is that using concrete 





ovens coritaining 12-inch heater pipes run- 
ning the length of the ovens. These ovens 
have Dutch oven connections, and the 
flue travel through these pipes, and 
it is claimed that temperature regulation 
is more easily accomplished.

When your attention is brought to the 
fact that the destructive distillation 
plants alone have been able to survive 
recent price depression, it is reasonable to 
conclude that, in the present state of the 
art, this method has inherent advantages.

1246, differs widely in its provisions from 
the original bill, as it seeks to compel all 
handlers of the poisons, including some

to keep records of their sales, with names 
and addresses of the purchasers, names 
and quantities of the poisons thus dis- 
posed of and the purpose for which they 
are required, and to affix labels contain- 
ing all this information to every package, 
together with the word “poison,” and 
their own names and addresses printed 
in red ink. It also makes it incumbent 
upon all handlers of these drugs to ‘“‘sat- 
isfy themselves that the persons to whom 
the poisons are disposed, sold or furnished 
are aware of their poison character,’’ 
and also that *the poison in question is 
to be used for a legitimate purpose.”’ It 


furthermore defines unlawful possession of 
the poisons in schedule A and B as em- 
bracing possession by any individual per- 
son of any of the enumerated drugs 
which have not been properly labeled or 
which do not have the name of the proper 


person on their labels or which are in- 
tended for a purpose other than that 
given cn the label. 

This substitute Frawley bill was draft- 


ed by a special committee of five, appoint- 
by Justice Edward Swann after several 
conferences in his chambers in the Court 


of General Sessions, beginning January 30, 
which were held at the _ suggestion of 
Mrs. William K, Vanderbilt, whose ideas 
on the subject of more comprehensive 
nareotic sales regulation in this State 
were voiced by Ernest K, Coulter. The 
committee which consists of Justice 
Swann, Mr. Coulter, Assistant District 
Atterney Floyd M. Wilmot, J, P. Atkin- 
son, a chemist of the New York city 


Health Department, and Prof. R. A. 
Hatcher, promised representatives of the 
wholesale and manufacturing drug trade 
as well as of the pharmaceutical profes- 
ion in New York city to permit these 
interests to examine and make sugges- 
tions for amendments to the drafted sub- 
stitute measure before it was introduced 
into the New York State Legislature.

LINSEED OIL, 


The local market for linseed oil has 
been unsettled through the week. A 
firm tone has been in evidence as a re- 
sult of higher quotations for seed 
Prices for oil are not on a stable basis, 
as sellers are not quoting a uniform 
price. For spot oil in large lots some 
sellers are asking 53c. per gallon. 
Others are quoting 62c. and the rock 
bottom price is said to be 5lc., which 
is offered by only a few sellers. Fu- 
ture positions are likewise unsteady 
and variable. It is stated that 6lc. 
has been done for delivery through 
April, but this is not a general quota- 


tion, as the majority of sellers will 
not do business at that figure. Be- 
yond April no open offer has been 


made by first hands under 52c., but the 
latter price is available for shipments 
through August. Second hands are 
reported to have been willing to shade 
the quotations of crushers. One firm 
issued a circular during the week in 
which imported oil was quoted at 
50.50e. per gallon over the balance of 
the year. Demand for oil has not been 
large. Inquiry showed improvement 
and many consumers are expected to 
take on supplies before long. Sellers, 
who cater to the buyers of small lots, 
report a slow trading movement, 
which they attribute to unfavorable 
weather conditions. Foreign markets 
have advanced in price during the 
week and at present appear to be 
stronger than domestic markets. Con- 
sumption of oil in Europe is expected 
to show a considerable increase over 
that of last year, while the reverse is 
true of this country. 

Another week of advancing prices 
is recorded in domestic and foreign 
seed markets. Domestic markets have 
been influenced to some extent by 
scarcity of offerings and by reports of 
small stocks in the interior, but the 
most important bullish factor has been 


found in higher cables from abroad. 
With one or two exceptions crushers 
have not been in the market for seed 


and the opinion is held by many that 
there is plenty of seed for consuming 
needs until the new crop is available. 
Seed shipments to Europe have been 
large, but have failed to make any 
impression on prices. Shipments from 
India were 113,000 bushels, and from 
the Argentine 2,153,000 bushels. Ship- 
ments to Europe since the first of the 
vear have been much larger than could 
be consumed in an equal period, and 
the strength of prices is attributed to 


the fact that certain large consumers 
have bought heavily because linseed 
oi] is the cheapest oil in the market. 


Outside speculative interests have fol- 
lowed the example of these large con- 
sumers, and in this way the buying 


power has been raised to abnormal 
levels. Reports on the Western, 
Canadian and Buenos Aires markets 


from our own correspondents will be 
found on page 12.

SPIRITS OF TURPENTINE. — Ir- 
regular strength was manifested in the 
local market at intervals during the 
week, and the recording of occasional 
sales at 50c. a gallon marked the high- 
est point reached since May, 1912. The 
firm views of sellers tended to check 
extensive buying and dealers found it 
necessary at times to reduce prices in 
order to place business. The extreme 
range for spot figures extended from 
48%c. to 50c., the close being at 60c. 
which is 1c. a gallon net advance for 
the week. A gradual expansion in con- 
suming inquiries is anticipated during 
the next few weeks, provided climatic 
conditions average favorable. It is 
true that the demand for paint making 
materials is poor at present, but dis- 
tributors claim that a period of open 
weather will have the desired effect on 
trade conditions. Judging from re- 
ports of cold weather in the South, the 
producing season will be delayed to 
some extent. The first shipments of 
new crop, however, ought to reach 
Savannah some time next month. 
Shipments at Savannah for the week 
were 3,128 barrels. Receipts were 811 
barrels, sales 563 barrels, and stocks 
at the close 12,548 barrels, against 13,- 
965 barrels for the previous week and 
14,994 barrels last year at this time. 
Supplies in London on March 7 were 
48,899 barrels, against 42,945 barrels for 
the same time in 1913, and 26,421 bar- 
rels in 1912. The following table shows 
the range of prices for spirits of tur- 
pentine in the local market for each 
day during the past week.

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Canada Encourages Radium Search. 
(Special to Oil, Paint and Drug Reporter.) 
Chatham, Ontario, March 17, 1914. 
A systematic and concerted policy on 
the part of the Dominion of Canada and 
the various provincial governments to en- 
courage the location and development of 
radium deposits is indicated by measures 


now before several of the provincial leg- 
islatures, as well as by a recent an- 
nouncement of Premier Borden in the 
House of Commons at Ottawa. 

A government measure introduced last 
week in the Ontario Legislature by Hon 
W. H. Hearst, provincial Minister of 
Lands, Forests and Mines, provides a re- 
ward of $25,000 for the man who makes 
the first discovery of radium within the 
limits of the Province of Ontario. The 


bill also makes provision for reserving to 


the government the right to dispose of 
any radium discoveries as it may see fit 
In case radium deposits or radium ores 
are found in marketable quantities, the 
government reserves the right to enter 
upon the lands, whether located, sold o1 
im aly wise held, and to work the depos- 
iis. The bill furthermore gives the gov- 
ernment the right to purchase private

FUEL SHORTAGE IN CALIFORNIA, 


(From the Reporter’s Field Cortespondent.) 
Los Angeles, March 4, 1914 
The recent advance in the price of low-grade 
oil is the result of an actual shortage of fuel 


oil and residuum. The unusual efforts made 
during a year past to develop territory pro- 
ducing refining oil, or high-gravity stuff, have 


resulted in an increase in the output of high- 
grade oil, until now nearly 70 per cent. of 
the total production consists of the _ lighter 
products. This has resulted in a big falling off 
in the output of residuum. This is secured 
from treating the heavier oils, and there is 
said to be practically no residuum on hand at 
The rather unexpected increase in the 


present. 

demand for fuel oil from abroad and the cer- 
tain growth in the demand in the near future 
shows the marketers very clearly that some 
thing must be done to stimulate the produc- 
tion of heavy oil. 

There is no doubt but that it can be pro- 
duced if sufficient inducements are offered. 
The present advance has caused some little 
revival in field development in some quarters, 
but not nearly commensurate with the re- 
quirements, and for that reason it is believed 
there will be another advance in the price in 


a short time 
“IMPORTANT IF TRUE.” 
Another “‘important-if-true’’ rumor is afloat 
in connection with the affairs of the Shell-Royal 
Dutch interests, but the latest one has the

ited among oil men. The plans, whether they 
are carried out immediately or later, are said 
to have been definitely decided upon by the 
managers.

LEASING SYSTEM AGAIN

said to hi been prepared by Secretary of 
the Interi Lane and has the indorsement of 
the administration, which provides for the leas- 
ing of public lands for mineral purposes The 
bill is not out of committee yet and is subject 
to such reasonable changes as may be sug- 
gested, and California oil men generally have 
been invited to Washington to appear before 
the committee. The important point here is 
that the oil men are divided, not only as to 
matters of detail, but as to the general idea 
of leasing public lands. Many are opposed 
to any legislation all in connection with 
these lards. refer to have the matter 
handled in the sse-jointed manner in which 
it has always been handled. That some bill 
placing these lands on a leasing basis, how- 
ever, will pass seems certain, and there is to 
be a strenuous effort to get the oil men to- 
gether, on the basis that ‘if you can't get 
the best, get the best possible.’’

West Virginia still has 
room for small « gested pools in several of 
the leading counties, but the trade is not sat- 
isfied to confine the activity to the producing 
counties, but are reaching out for something 
yet undeveloped, and may find it in the Big 


Sandy River Valley along the Kentucky border. 


In Pennsylvania it is only a case of drilling 
over the old territory and some the terri- 
tory that proved of no account in the early 
days. The old territory that was condemned 
years ago is now the best producing section 
of the State. 

With all the gushers found in the Oklahoma, 
Louisiana and Texas fields for the month of 
February, the gross stocks of crude over the 





country was only increased a few thousand 
barrels a day. The oil is be delivered to 
the refining plants and for fuel about as fast 
as the gushers can produce it, and the fact 
that stocks are piling up slowly is what makes 


the operator contend that prices should remain 
about stationary for some time to come, and 
from a bird's-eye view of conditions it is 
about right. 


Pennsylvania Fields. 


Pennsylvania-Southern New York fields 
their own in the number of fin- 
ished wells from week to week, but their pro 
duction is light compared to some of the other 
newer producing regions.

The imports have been increasing 
rapidly during the st few years. 

Crude oil is being extensively used as a 
fuel on the Pacific coast in both steam- 
ships and locomotives, -and the wide use 
of the gasoline motor has created a big 
demand for gasoline.

Judgments Under Pure Food and Drugs 
Act. 


The United States Department of Agri- 


culture, office of the Secretary, has is- 

sued the following judgments under the 

food and drugs act:— 

Adulteration and Misbranding of 
Vanilla Extract. 

No. 2494. Against Herman Fuchs, New York, 
N. Y., alleging shipment by said defendant, 
in violation of the food and drugs act, on 
March 6, 1911, from the State of New York 
into the State of New Jersey, of a quantity 


of vanilla extract which was adulterated and 
misbranded. Adulteration of the product was 
alleged in the information for the reason that 
there had been mixed and packed with it an- 
other substance, to wit, alcohol, water and 
artificial vanillin, so as to reduce, lower and 
injuriously affect its quality and strength. Mis- 
branding was alleged for the reason that the 
label set forth above regarding the product and 
the ingredients and substances contained there- 
in was false and misleading. On March 3, 
1913, the defendant entered a plea of guilty 
to the information and the court suspended 
sentence. 
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Adulteration and Misbranding of 
Strawberry Flavor. 

No. 2495. Against Herman Fuchs, New York, 

N. Y¥., alleging shipment by said defendant, 

in violation of the food and drugs act, on 

March 16, 1911, from the State of New York 


into the State of New Jersey, of a quantity 
of strawberry flavor which was adulterated 
and misbranded. Adulteration of the product 
was alleged in the information for the reason 
that a substance other than strawberry flavor, 





to wit, a substance composed chiefly of water, 
alcohol, sugar and artificial esters, colored by 
an aniline dye, had been substituted wholly 
for the genuine strawberry flavor, and further 
in that the product was colored with the 
said aniline dye so as to imitate the color of 
strawberries, and in a manner whereby its 
inferiority was concealed Misbranding was 
alleged for the reason that the label set forth 
above regarding the product and the ingre 
dients and substances contained therein was 
false and misleading, On March 3, 1913, the 
defendant entered a plea of guilty to the in- 
formation afid the court suspended sentence. 


Adulteration and Misbranding of 
Olive Oil, 


No. 2497. On January 18, 1913, the United 
States Attorney for the Eastern District of 


Pennsylvania filed in the District Court of the 
United States for said district a libel for the 
seizure and condemnation of twenty-five 50- 
gallon barrels of olive oil remaining unsold 
in the original unbroken packages and in pos- 
session of Antonio Marano, 744 South Seventh 
street, and elsewhere, in the city of Philadel- 
phia, Pa., alleging that the product had been 
shipped in interstate commerce on or about 
November 27, 1912, and transported from the 
State of New York into the State of Pennsyl- 
vania, and charging adulteration and mis- 
branding in violation of the food and drugs act. 
The product was labeled:—‘‘K. lL. Calamata, 
Olive Oil, Greece, N, Y.’’ 

Adulteration of the product was alleged in 
the libel for the reason that a certain sub- 
stance, to wit, cottonseed oil, had been mixed 
and packed with it. Misbranding was alleged 
for the reason that the label bore a statement 
which was misleading. On March 8, 1913, P. 
Mustakis & Co. (Inc.), New York, N. Y., the 
claimant shipper, having filed an answer ad- 
mitting in part the averments of the libel, but 
denying any intention to violate the laws of 
the United States, and having consented there- 
to, a judgment of condemnation and forfeiture 
was entered and it was further ordered that 
the product should be released and delivered to 
said claimant upon payments of the costs of 
the proceedings and the execution of bond in 
the sum of $2,800, in conformity with section 
10 of the act. 


Adulteration and Misbranding of 
Spirits of Turpentine. 


No. 2506. Against Charles Bang, New York, 
N. Y., alleging shipment by said defendant, 
in violation of the food and drugs act, on June 
3, 1911, from the State of New York into the 
State of Connecticut, of a quantity of spirits 
of turpentine which was adulterated and mis- 
branded. The product was labeled:—‘‘Pure 
Spirits Turpentine.” 

An analysis of two samples of the product 
by the Bureau of Chemistry of this department 
showed that each contained at leas. 4 per 
cent. of mineral oil. On October 28, 1912, the 
defendant entered a plea of guilty to the in- 
formation and the court impesed a fine of $25.

L, Stephens Co. sued out a writ of error to 
the United States Circuit Court of Appeals for 
the Sixth Circuit to set aside a judgment ren- 
dered and sentence pronounced upon an in- 
formation charging said defendants with the 
shipment of two consignments of drug habit 
cure from the State of Ohio into the District 
of Columbia which were misbranded in viola- 
tion of the food and drugs act. 

On March 13, 1913, proceedings on the writ 
of error having come on for hearing, judgment 
was affirmed by said Court of Appeals. 


Misbranding of Lemon Extract; Mis- 
branding of Vanilla Extract; Mis- 
branding of Salad Dressing 
and Meat Sauce. 


No. 2513. On August 8, 1912, the United 
States Attorney for the Southern District of 
New York, acting upon a report by the Secre-

M. French, doing business under the firm name 
and style of E. R. Durkee & Co., New York, 
N. Y., alleging shipment by said defendants, 
in violation of the food and drugs act, of a 
quantity of lemon extract, vanilla extract, 
salad dressing and meat sauce, which were 
misbranded in violation of the food and drugs 
act. On October 14, 1912, defendants having 
entered pleas of guilty to the information, the 
court imposed fines aggregating $150, and sus-

exhaustive research work in the lab- 
oratory .have demonstrated its value 
in insulation and filtration. They are 
putting out two grades of kieselgubr 
for these uses, which are commer- 
cially knowntothetrade as Sil-O-Cel, 
which is for insulation and Filte*-Cel 
for filtration. The high porosity of 
kieselguhr has further brought about 
its use as an absorbing medium for 
a variety of materials wherever it is 
desirable to give the properties of a 
solid to a liquid or semi-solid mate- 
rial. Kieselguhr consists’ chiefly of 
silica and has a specific gravity of 
2.1 to 2.2 at 25 deg. C. and weighs 
from ten to twelve pounds to the 
cubic foot and runs in color from 
white to light brown. It is inert and 
has no chemical action and offers 
great opportunities for research work, 
and there are many undeveloped uses 
for it.

The government has 
ecretly strengthened its partly 
in changing the monopoly scheme in 
some respects and partly im yielding to 
the representatives of Southern Germany 
on certain points relating to the impor- 
tation of petroleum on the Danube River. 
It may) be said that the general po- 
litical constellation is somewhat more 
favorable to the government The bill 
still in committee, which, instead of pre- 
paring the report as originally intended, 
has now reopened the evi- 
dently on the request of the government, 
which wants to be sure that the bill is 
in shape to be acceptable to the majority 
of the Reichstag when it is reported out 
of committee For this reason the bill 
has been changed so that the proposed 
monopoly ompany is under a more 
strict supervision by the government, 
it was planned in the first instance. The 
committee now demands that the Secre- 
tary of the Treasury shall appoint the 
majority ot the Board xf Directors, 
which proposition the representatives for 
the imperial chancellor declare not ac- 
ceptabl They also refuse to entertain 
a suygestion that the dividend should 
be restricted to a certain percentage. Not 
that the government is opposed to an ex- 
tension of powers or its income, as 
the proposition of the committee would 
involve, but the Secretary of the Treas- 
ury declared that with such a law no pri- 
vate capital could be found to finance the

probability ten years hence Germany 
would use only half of the petroleum it 
now requires. ‘There would be only one 
way for the monopoly company then to 
obtain sufficient interest on its capital 
-and that would be to raise the prices to 
the consumer, who in this case would be 
the poorest farmer living in out-of-the- 


way places, and also the very poor in the 


cities. A Socialist then declared that his 
party would fight the monopoly bill on 
the floor of the Reichstag’,to the last ex- 
tremity unless the government gave an 
absolute assurance that the prices to the 
consumer weuld not be increased, 

Of great interest for the foreign oil 
combine was a declaration by the gov- 
ernment that foreigners must be treated 


in a liberal manner; especially must they 
receive payment for the good will in the 
business. This, according to the speaker, 


is done in order not to challenge retal- 
lation on the part of foreign govern- 
ments,

“Waiting Policy’”’ Toward German

It is evident that President Wilson's 
adininistration, through Secretary Bryan 





of the State Department, contemplates 
adopting a policy of “‘watchful waiting 
with regard to the German governmental 
policy as to the petroleum industry of 
that country, as has been pursued by the 
viministration with respect to other in- 
ternational affairs notably that of 
Mexico 

This comment is induced by the fact 
that Secretary Bryan, act upon a re- 
port made by the United States Ambas- 
sador to Germany, which report is not 
mude public, intimates that this govern 
ment will await whatever action the Ger- 
man Government may elect to take with 


respect to monopolizing the petroleum in- 
dusti of the Empire, before taking any 
part whatever in that situation. The ex- 
planation made by Mr. Bryan is that this 
government will mot assume that Ger- 
many intends to do any injury to Ameri-

future. Political developments in 
Washington, D. C., are exerting little 
influence upon the drug business and 
even the continued revolutionary dis- 
turbances in Mexico are only remote- 
ly reflected in some parts of the ko- 
tanical list where spot stocks have 
been greatly reduced and impossible 
to replenish on a liberal scale, because 


of the difficulties still attending ship- 
ments from the country of produc- 
tion. 

While most of the uncertaintes 


hitherto surrounding interpretation 
of the new tariff law have been cleared 


away by the recent decisions of the 
United States Treasury Department 
exempting sandalwood and orris root 


from the provisions of paragraph 49 of 


that law and also exempting foreign 
refined camphor in slabs and tablets 
and naphthaline balls from the 
provisions of the second part of 
paragraph 17, as well as medicinal 


preparations in packages of 2% pounds 


and less from the first part of that 
paragraph, there is still some con- 
troversy between the government au- 
thorities and importers of liquid sty- 
rax, balsam Peru and red rose leaves 
as to the dutiability of the arti- 
cles and rate at which they 
should be assessed. The New York 
customs authorities have recently 
sought to continue the assessment 


of liquid styrax, which is not 
specifically mentioned in the _ tariff 
law’s provisions, at an ad valorem 


rate of 20 per cent on the ground that 


it constitutes an “‘aromatic substance 
entering into the manufacture of .per- 
fumes and cosmetics,’ although it 
was hitherto supposed that this com- 
modity would be _ entitled to free 
entry as a crude drug unimproved in 
value and condition and in the same 
category as sandalwood, orris_ root, 


lavender flowers, sumbul root, eic., 
which have been exempted from the 
provisions of paragraph 49 of the law, 
Similarly, the local customs authori- 
ties have imposed an import duty of 
20 per cent. on red rose leaves under 
the provisions of paragraph 49 of the 
law, although it was plainly stated 
by the appraiser at this port at the 
time of the rendering of the Treasury 
Department's decision on sandalwood 
and orris root that these leaves were 
inferentially included in the same 
class with those ‘ommodities as ex- 
empted from the lst of “aromatic 
substances entering into the manufac- 
ture of perfumes and _ cosmetics.” 
Furthermore, the local collector and 
appraiser have assessed balsam Peru 
at the ad valorem rate of 20 per cent. 
provided in paragraph 49 of the law, 
although this commodity was under- 
stood to be exempted by the Treas- 
ury Department's decision on sandal- 
wood and orris root not “ejusdem 
generis’ with the other articles enu- 
merated as those entering into the 
manufacture of perfumes and_  cos- 
metics and moreover is already spe- 
cifically provided for as dutiable at 10 
per cent. as a balsam. 

A further heavy concession has been 
made within the week in the prices 
asked for Norwegian codliver oil, in 
consequence of an exceptionally heavy 
fish catch and oil yield iu Norway, and 
an extraordinarily small export move- 
ment from that country, which make 
it likely that an unprecedentedly large 
carryover will be on hand at the close 
of the season. The recent elimination 
of the import duty of 15 cents per gal- 
lon, or $4.50 per barrel, and a

— A continued 
heavy catch of fish and oil yield in 
Norway, which now suggests a total 
production for 1914 far in excess of 
the outputs of several of the most 
recent years, and a further seasonable 
falling off in the demand, which has 
curtailed exports of the oil from the 
country of production materially and 
made it appear probable that total 
shipments for this season will be \less 
than half the yield, have combined 
to bring about another sharp reduc- 
tion in prices asked for the steam-re- 
fined medicinal oil on the part of 
refiners and importers. In Norway, 
the refiners are now offering their out- 
put of the new medicinal oil for ship- 
ment when ready at an average of 
$15.50, f. o. b., that country, equal to 
about $17 landed here, and to the 
last mentioned figure the local han- 
dler must add cost of transportation 
to his warehouse or plant and also a 
margin of profit in the event that he 
desires to sell it.

At the outset of 
the week, the catch in Norwé ay was 
reported as amounting to 6,200,0L0 fish 
in the Lofoten district, as compared 
with 2,800,000 fish for the correspond- 
ing period of last year, while the 
catch for all Norway was shown to 
have amounted to 27,000,000 fish, as 
compared with 13,000,000 fish for the 
corresponding period of last year.

in April and continues throughout 
June, continues at the same rate as 
that in the Lofoten Islands, the total 
yield for 1914 will reach approximately 
90,000 barrels. Exports from Norway 
from the beginning of this year to 
March 14 have amounted to only 5,368 
barrels and those up to March 21 
have reached only 5,900 barrels, as a 
result of a noteworthy slackening of 
the demand on the part of American 
and other large consumers, who have 
large stocks from the carryover of last 
year. Indications in the export sit- 
uation now are for total shipments 
of not more than 35,009 or possibly 
40,000 barrels, so that the suggested 
carryover for this year is extremely 
large. Stocks now in the hands of 
New York importers and other han- 
dle are exceptionally heavy and are 
much more widely disseminated than 
at the corresponding time last year. 
At the close of the week, our corre- 
spondent in Aalesund has advised us 
that the oil yield to date has amount- 
ed to 5,171 hectoliters for the Lofoten 
district and to 22,352 hectoliters for all 
Norway.

COLOCYNTH APPLES.—Further re- 
flection of the recent combining of the 
Trieste and other Mediterranean opera- 
tors in the Syrian and Turkish apples, 
who are now observing strictly the 
terms of a price-maintenance agree- 
ment they have pledged themselves to 
refuse to make sales of the pulp ex- 
cept When accompanied by the apple, 
has been noted in the prices asked for 
the U. S. P. quality pulp within the 
week. After several sales of this pulp 
had been effected at 2le, early in the 
week, a majority of New York import- 
ers and other handlers raised their 
prices a cent further to a minimum 
of 22¢ and in only a few quarters are 
offers of this commodity now being 
made at 2le.

Bleached 
is well maintained at 21@22c, for bone 
dry and 16@17c. for commercial.

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INDUSTRIAL 


Activity in industrial circles has not 
expanded to any appreciable degree 
during the past week. Optimistic 
opinions of several leading authorities 
have not materialized so far and the 
showing made by the iron and steel 


industry of. late has not been of a 
character to instill confidence in the 
country’s industrial prospects. The 
most favorable feature from a _ busi- 


ness point of view is the export show- 
ing, as revealed by the government 
figures. The imports into the United 
States in January of the three classes 
of manufactures, according to a state- 


ment issued by the Department of 
Commerce, were:—Of “foodstuffs, part- 
ly or wholly manufactured,” a little 


over $15,700,000; of “manufactures for 
further use in manufacturing,” some- 
thing over $25,200,000, and of “‘manu- 
factures ready for consumption,’”’ more 
than $39,000,000; a total exceeding $79,- 
900,000. Exports in the same classes 
were $29,100,000, $29,500,000 and $52,400,- 
000, respectively, an aggregate of over 
$111,000,000. Sach class of manufac- 
tures shows a substantial trade balance 
in favor of the United States. The 


total imports of the three classes of 
manufactures for the seven months 
ended with January, 1914, exceeded 


$573,000,000, and the total exports sur- 
passed $838,000,000, showing a balance 
of trade in favor of the United States 
approximating $265,000,000. 

National Lead’s annual report to its 
Stockholders, which ‘will be issued 
shortly, will show earnings very close 
to last year’s when the balance on the 
common stock was equivalent to 3.81 
per cent. The company’s business at 
the present time is quiet, but greater 


activity is expected within the next 
few months. 

It is reported that the Continental 
Can Company will shortly apply for 
listing on the New York Stock Ex- 
change. Both common and preferred 
shares are now quoted on the Curb, 
the former around 34 to 38 and the 
latter 88 to 91, 

The National Carbon Company has 


declared the regularly quarterly divi- 
dend of 1% per cent. on the common 
stock, payable April 15, to stock of 
record April 4.

PERU.—Recent assessment of this 
balsam at 20 per cent. import duty by 
the appraiser at the port of New York 


has proved annoying to many importers 
who had been led to believe, when the 
United States Treasury Department 
rendered its decision exempting sandal- 
wood and orrjs root from the provisions 
of paragraph 49 of the new tariff law, 


imposing an import duty of 20 per 
cent. upon “aromatic substances en- 
tering into the manufacture of per- 
fumes and cosmetics,” that this bal- 
sam was also included in the commodi- 
ties which were thereby exempted. 


Another application will soon be made 
to the Treasury Department for a 
separate ruling covering the dutjability 
of this balsam, which is specifically 
provided for as subject to the import 
tax of 10 per cent. set forth for all 
balsams. Local importers and other 
handlers of this balsam continue to 
quote it at $1.50@1.60, as to container. 


BARKS. 


SOAP.—-A further advancing tendency 
has been noted in the Chilean and Eu- 
ropean markets of late, in consequence 
of the recently augmented export duty 
of the Chilean Republic, and a growing 
searcity of the bark abroad. Local 
holders therefore continue to hold their 
stocks very strongly at 9@9'se. for the 


whole bark, and at 10@10%c. for the 
cut and crushed varieties 
BERRIES. 

SLOKE.—An active demand contihues 


to be reported for these berries, which 
are still in such scanty supply as to 
be very firmly held by local handlers 
at 14@16c., as to quality and quantity. 


BEANS. 


VANILLA.—Determined efforts on 
the part of the curers in the Papantla 
and Gutierrez-Zamora districts in Mex- 
ico to induce the Huerta government 
to revoke or reduce or postpone the en- 
forcement of its war revenue export 
tax provision, imposing a tariff of $2 
Mexican silver per kilo upon all vanilla 
beans shipped from that country, have 
seemingly failed. At any rate, the 
government authorities in Mexico City 
have declined to make an immediate 
decision on the application for such an 
elimination or modification of this ex- 
port tax, which has been made recently 
by commissioners representing the cur- 
ers, who have placed the matter 
squarely before the authorities in that 
company’s capital, in default of mak- 
ing an appeal to its national legislative 
body, which was dissolved by “Presi- 
dent” Huerta shortly after the outset 
of this year. It is generally understood 
that the Mexican Government authori- 
ties have taken the curers’ application 
under advisement, but it is considered 
extremely improbable that they will 
grant the curers’ request. In view of 
the uncertainty with regard to the fu- 
ture course of prices for the 1913-1914 
crop whole beans, which would result 
from a removal of the present export 
tax, a postponement of its collection 
until May or August, or a reduction in 
the amount of this tax, in addition to 
a possible tardy recognition by the 
United States Government of the 
Huerta administration and a conse- 
quent restoration of the Mexican ex- 
change rate to normal proportions, a 
majority of New York operators are In- 
clined to frown upon any change in the 
existing Mexican export tax on the 
beans, with which the extract makers 
have now become thoroughly familiar, 
together with the American import 
duty of 30 cents per pound. No ship- 
ments of Mexican whole beans, of the 
1913-1914 crop, have yet been made sub- 
ject to the new export tax, which is 
now figured as equivalent to about 8. 
cents, in American gold, per pound, be- 
cause of the existing abnormal rate of 
exchange, but several additional ship- 
ments of the 1913-1914 crop cuts have 
recently been made, after payment of 
this export tax, under protest, had been 
arranged by the curers. Banking in- 
terests in the State of Vera Cruz ap- 
pear more than willing to extend their 
loans. to the curers and thereby assist 
the latter in financing the holding of the 
1913-1914 crop, whole beans and cuts, 
for an indefinite period, as they gener- 


ally fear that the Huerta government 
may compel them to make heavy cash 
contributions to its treasury or to buy 
bonds of that government, if they have 
much money in their possession, and 
they, therefore, prefer to have their 
possession, and they, therefore, prefer 
to have their money tied up in loans 
on the beans, which are considered safe 
from confiscation by rebels or govern- 
ment authorities while at the port of 
Vera Cruz, with the guns of the for- 
eign nations’ cruisers trained upon that 
city and neighboring parts of that 
State. In recognition of the existing 
Mexican export tax and the American 
import duty, New York operators are 
holding their 1912-1913 crop Mexican 
beans very strongly at a minimum of 
$4 for good quality goods, and are still 
asking up to $5 for some brands. A 
few relatively small lots of poor qual- 
ity Mexican beans are still available, 
however, as low as $3.87%, but it is ex- 
pected tthat these will soon be taken 
up. Cuts of the 1913-1914 crop continue 
to be firmly held, for similar reasons, 
at $3.124.@3.37%c., according to quality. 
Purchasing operations on the part of 
the extract makers and other leading 
consumers have been curtailed of late 
by the belief that some reduction in 
prices might follow a favorable de- 
cision on the part of the Mexican Gov- 
ernment authorities upon the applica- 
tion of the curers’ representatives for a 
modification, postponement or removal 
of the export tax, which was looked for 
last Tuesday and Wednesday, but 
which failed to materialize, and uncer- 
tainty on this score as well as upon the 
future course of Mexican exchange and 
political developments in Merico and 
the United States is likely to restrict 
buying for some time. Meanwhile, the 


New York operators are inclined to 
adopt President Wilson’s policy ex- 
pressed in his advice to “watch and 
wait.” 

Bourbons continue strongly main- 
tuined by the leading operators in 
Paris and Bordeaux, who are still in 
control of the situation so far as last 
year’s yield ofthe islands is con- 
cerned. Some poor quality beans are 
available in the French markets at 
relatively low figures, but for good 
quality beans prices which are fully 
2 francs 50 centimes above those pre- 
vailing at the beginning of this year 
are now being paid by buyers. Re- 
ports that a cyclone has recently 
swept over the northern portion of 
the island of Madagascar have not 
been accompanied by news of any 
damage to the new crop on that 
island, but it is still believed that this 
year’s yield will show material im- 


pairment as a continued consequence 


of the extensive injury to the vines 
on the islands of Reunion, Grande 
Comore, Nossi - Be and Tullear, 


wrought by the cyclone which visited 
them in February, 1913. Local opera- 
tors are holding their stocks of these 
beans much more firmly than hitherto, 
in view of the development of consid- 
erable strength in the markets of 
France, in sympathy with the recent 
uplift of the Mexican beans, due to 
the imposition of the Mexican Gov- 
ernment’s export tax, but the New 
York market still offers these beans 
at levels relatively cheaper than any 
other markets, a majority of dealers 
here still quoting them at $3.25@4, as 
to quality. Consumption of these beans 
abroad continues to be augmented by 
the elimination of the so-called “petit 
droit,’’ or French import duty hither- 
to levied upon the beans grown and 
cured in French possessions and also 
by the noteworthy lowering of the im- 
port duty imposed upon those pro- 
duced in territories other’ than those 
owned and governed by France. 
South American beans are becom- 
ing very scanty in the local market, 
in view of the refusal of the New York 
operators to replenish their virtually 
exhausted supplies with goods from 
the new crop in the island of Guada- 
loupe, because of the exorbitant figures 
asked for them by the curers on that 
island who have recently sold almost 
their entire output to a French syndi- 
cate of operators and other French in- 
terests. Local operators continue to 
hold their meager stocks of the 1912- 
1913 crop Guadaloupe beans at $3.25@ 
3.50, according to quality, and are 
holding out for $3.50@3.75 for a few 
offerings of especially choice beans of 
the 1911-1912 crop Guadaloupe beans. 
Tahitis are still being very strongly 
held in San Francisco and here, in

No blood remained to be had and business 
in that commodity was perforce suspended 
for the time being. Offers were made of blood 
for April and later delivery at $3.40 f. 0. b 
Chicago, but no business was reported at that 
price, which the majority of consumers be 
lieved much too high for an advance figure 
Buyers in the market for blood are manufac 
turers who need the commodity for imme 
diate consumption. They are not looking about 
with a view of providing for future needs and 
offers of property for delivery some time_ in 
the future have no attraction for them This 
is particularly true under the circumstances, 
with blood held at prices that were never be 
fore recorded. Buying of any commodity for 
delivery later in the season or sometime in a 
succeeding period is nothing more nor less 
than a speculation and record establishing 
prices are not conducive to much speculative 
activity. 

GROUND HIGH GRADE TANKAGE.—Sales 
of ground high-grade tankage were made for 
immediate delivery this week at $3.25 and 10 
f. o. b. Chicago, the highest price on record, 
Orders booked were numerous and the volume 
of business fairly large in the aggregate, but 
individual purchases were small, being mostiy 
for odd lots needed to meet tail-end require- 
ments. The demand, however, sufficed to ab- 
sorb all the tankage there was pressing for 
ward and a high level of prices probably could 
have been established, but holders appeared 
Satisfied with values and ‘they accepted bids 
as rapidly as their production of tankage en 
abled them to meet orders. 

LOW-GRADE TANKAGE.—Moderate quan- 
tities of 8 and 20 tankage were offered for 
prompt delivery at $3.10 and 10 f. o. b. Chi 
cago. A fair demand existed and offerings 
were well taken, in spite of the fact that the 
price asked was far above the usual market 
value for that mrade of stock,

Investigating the Fertilizer Industry. 
(Special to Oil, Paint and Drug Reporter.) 
Washington, March 20, 1914. 

Intimations are given at the Bureau of 
Corporations in the Commerce Depart- 
ment that some progress is being made 
in the investigations going on under the 
direction of that bureau into certain fea- 
tures of the fertilizer industry through- 
out the United States. Contrary to the 
opinion that has prevailed in some quar- 
ters, the investigation undertaken by the 
Bureau of Corporations does not relate 
to the subject of fertilizer prices directly, 
but to certain branches of the trade in- 
gredients which enter into the manufac- 
ture of commercial fertilizer. The bureau 
is Operating under a resolution passed 
nearly a year ago by the United States 
Senate at the request of Senator Smitn 
of South Carolina requesting the Bureau 
of Corporations to make some inquiries 
into the cost and marketing of ammonia 
and nitrates, as they are used in the pro- 
duction of commercial fertilizer. 

It is stated at the Bureau of Corpora- 
tions that no information can be given 
out with respect to the progress of this 
investigation because it is being conduct- 
ed under direction of the United States 
Senate, to which body the report must 
be made when it shall be completed. It 
is not even known when the investiga- 
tion will be concluded, as it is in the 
hands of several inspectors in the field 
who are engaged in looking up the de- 
tails as to the production of ammonia 
and nitrates. 

There has been pending before the 
Committee on Rules of the House for 
some time a resolutoin presented in the 
House by Mr. Faison of North Carolina, 
which resolution was intended to direct 
the Committee on Agriculture of the 
House to make a full investigation as 
to the conditions surrounding the manu- 
facturing and trading in commercial fer- 
tilizer and guano, and the chemical, 
vegetable and animal ingredients of such 
fertilizer, especially in the Southern 
States. The scope of the Faison resolu- 
tion is intended to be adequate to bring 
about a thorough inquiry into alleged 
conditions of monopoly or trust control 
of sales of commercial fertilizer in inter- 
state commerce. 

No report has been made on this reso- 
lution by the Committee on Rules, hence 
the Committee on Agriculture is not au- 
thorized, up to this time, to proceed with 
the investigation. The Faison resolution 
has been pending before the Rules Com- 
mittee since October last, and there are 
no indications that authority will be 
granted the Committee on Agriculture to 
make this investigation. It is probable 
that the legislators having immediate 
charge of this subject are impressed with 
the idea that the investigation already 
started by the Bureau of Corporations 
may bring out the necesasry information 
as to the trade in commercial fertilizer 
throughout the country.
